A recent editorial in the San 
Francisco Bulletin contains the 
following; Up to the date not less 
than 3,000,000 acres of land west of 
the Rocky Mountains have been 
redeemed from barrenness by the 
use of irrigating canals. The 
miracle of water is seen in their 
reclamation. The actual area of 
irrigated land is larger than this 
estimate, because there are many 
tracts not wholly arid which are 
brought under a higher state of 
cultivation by the use of water. 
This is true, for instance, in 
nearly all that part of the San 
Joaguin Valley where irrigating 
canals have been constructed. But 
the process of changing the vast 
desert area between the Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific Coast 
has only just begun. The limit of 
reclamation will depend upen the 
supply of water. Where water 
cannot be turned on to barren 
land it will remain a desert, But 
to-day no part of the desert signi- 
fleas absolutely worthless land, be- 
cause there is a possibility of 
transformation, Where water can- 
not be led on from natural streams, 
it is brought to the surface 
in many instances by artesian 
wells, Agriculture has invaded 
the desert. 


Tre order opening the Carson 
Mint for the coinage of silver and 
gold, will meet with the hearty ap- 
proval of every man, woman and 
child in this State, for it proves 
that the present Administration, 
nor no part of it is run by Wall 
street} stock and money jobbers. 
President Harrison evidently ap- 
‘preciates the fact that silver is, and 
by the very nature of things must 
be an important factor in the com- 
merce of the world, and that to de- 
preciate its value, thereby curtail- 
ing to a great extent its produc- 
tion, is a mistaken policy, and that 
in order to shake off the Wall 
street barnacle he must put his 
stamp of approval upon its further 
coinage. Thatis what the open- 
ing of the Carson Mint means, and 
we say all glory be to Harrison 
and Senators Stewart and Jones. 


THE Enterprise and Appeal are 
still harping on the theme of the 
Louisiana Lottery drawing and 
trying to show that the Nevada 
lottery would have been a God- 
send to the people of the State by 
keeping the money at home. The 
Appeal says nearly 5,000 
tickets are held in Carson, and 
that Reno is lousy with them.

An Administration Which Wall 
Street Does Not Run. 
Wasuinaton, April 12.—Secretary 
Windom gave orders to-day to start 
work at the Mint at Carson City, Ne- 
vada, and hereafter the Mint’will be 
run, on regular time and the coinage 
of gold and silver will be continued. 
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No News From the Denmark. 

New York, April 13.—The steamer 
Aller, from Bremen, arrived at the 
dock this morning. It was thought 
she might bring news of the passen- 
gers and crew of the abandoned steamer 
Demark, but such is not the case, as 
the firat her Captain had heard of the 
disaster was from the reporters who 
thronged the dock. The Aller sighted 
no wreckage and encountered no signs 
of disafter, 

The mails from the steamer Britan- 
nic, which arrived last night, were 
distributed this morning. Among the 


letters is one for Funch, Edye & Co., 
containing the list of passengers on 
board the abandoned steamer Den- 
mark. There is no news concerning 
their fate yet. 

The companion steamer, the Ive- 
land, which it is hoped may have them 
on board, has not yet arrived, though 
expected momentarily. 

Telegrams are arriving every hour 
at the office of the agent asking for 
information concerning friends who 
were known to be on the steamship. 

The unfortunate people who had 
friends on board the ill-fated steamer 
linger around the office of the com- 
pany, hoping for news. The passenger 
list received this morning has been 
made public. It is made up almost 
exclusively of Scandinavian immi- 
grants. The destinations of only a few 
of them are known, mostly for points 
in Illinois, lowa, Minnesota and Ne- 
braska. The only one known to be 
ticketed through to.the Pacific coast is 
Nils Jonson, for San Francisco. He 
embarked at Copenhagen.

The Wrecked Crews. 

Sypney, N..S. W., April 13.—The 
German war ship Olga, stranded dur- 
ing the recent hurricane at Samoa, 
has arrived here for repairs. She 
brought from Apia the Commander, 
two officers and thirty of the crew of 
the Adler, wrecked in the same hur- 
ricane. The steamer Rockton will 
proceed from here to Samoa, where 


she will take on board the crews of 
the wrecked American war ships and 
convey them to San Francisco. The 
steamer Lubeck from Apia (April 2) 
has arrived, and reports the Nipsic so 
badly injured that it is doubtful if she 
will be able’ to return to the United 
States. A large number of bodies of 
the officers and men of various ships 
drowned during the storm have been 
recovered and buried. The officers of 
the wrecked German war ship Eber 
are also on board the Lubeck. They 
will proceed to. Germany on the 
steamer Hatsburg, which sails April 
24th. One bundred men belonging to 
the German fleet, including three offi- 
cers, will remain at Apia to guard 
foreign interests. 

The Olga reports that the Nipsic lost 
her rudder and propeller, and that the 
Trenton is full of water. The Adler 
lies in the position in which the storm 
left her. 

The hull of the Olga is sound, with 
the exception of a hole in the stern. 
Two plates were rivited over this hole 
and the ship made no water during 
the voyage here. 

Wasuineron, April 13.—Blaine re- 
ceived a cablegram this afternoon from 
White, Secretary of the United States 
Legation at London, stating that he 
had been advised by the Lloyds that 
the German ship Olga arrived at Sid- 
ney to-day from Samoa, reporting the 
Nipsic t, with rudder and pro- 
pellor lost, and that the Trenton is full 
of water.

Arta, Samoa, March 20.—The little 
group of Samoa, or Navigator Islands, 
which a few months ago attracted the 
attention of the civilized world by a 
fierce civil combat between two native 
factions, and the consequent possibility 
of serious conipl ications between the 
great powers of the United States and 
Germany, have been visited by a dis- 
aster more appalling than all the wars 
that ever waged here. In attempting 
to effect a solation of the Samoan dif- 
ficulty and to protect their respective 
interests on the islands, the United 
States and Germany have lost nearly 
150 lives and three million dol- 
lars’ worth of property. The most 
violent and destructive hurricane 
ever known in the South Pacific 
passed over the islands on the 


|16th and 17th of March, and as a re- 


sult, a fleet of six warships and ten 
other vessels were ground to atoms on 
the coral reefs in the harbor or were 
thrown on the beach in front of the 
little citv of Apia, and 142 officers and 
men of the American and German 
navies sleep forever under the reefs or 
lie buried in unmarked graves_thou- 
sands of miles away from their native 
lands. The United States frigate 
Trenton, the flag-ship of the Pacific 
squadron, which arrived here from 
Panama on March llth, lies within a 
stone’s throw of the American Consu- 
late, a total wreck. The United 
States ship Vandalia, which arrived 
from San Francisco February 23d, 
is buried out of sight between the 
Trenton and the shore. Hershattered 
foremast and smokestack rise from the 
water to mark the spot where the 
gallant vessel struck and lay for 
twelve hours before the awful 
torrents of water swept four officers and 
thirty-nine nen from her decks and 
rigging. Her Commander, Captain 
Schoonmaker, was among the first 
who perished in the waves. The other 
officers who met their death were 
Paymaster Frank H, Armas, Lieuten- 
ant Frank Fulton of the Marine Corpa 
and pay clerk John Roach, The 
United States steamer Nipsic lav for 
several days alongside the Vandalia 
with her bow high on the beach and 
within a few feet of the waters edge. 
This veasel, though badly damaged, 
was hauled off a few days after the 
storm and is the only war ship afluat 
in the harbor. Her officers and crew 
ure living aboard. All the Nipsic’s 
officers are safe, but she lost five men 
by the swamping of a boat, and two 
others who jumped overboard were 
also drowned. 

The three American men-of-war 
were swept ashore almost at the same 
point. It was on the litthe German 
gunboat Eber that the greatest loss of 
life occurred. The Eber had a com- 
plement of six officers and seventy-six 
men. Five of the men were ashore 
during the storm. When the vessel 
struck the reef she sank completely 
out of sight, and a moment,] iter there 
was not a vestige of ber to be seen. 

Every man on board was lost except 
one officer, Lieutenant Gaedelle, and 
four sailors. The other five officers 
and seventy-six men were either 
killed instantly when the vessel was 
crushed to pieces, or were drowned in 
the roaring torrent of water that 
broke upon the reefs. ° 

A smali part of the Eber’s prow 
was afterwards washed ashore near 
the American vessels. This and afew 
other pieces of the broken wreckage 
near the point: where she struck, are 
the only portion of her that has been 
seen since the moment she went down. 

Just on the edge of the reef, about 
500 yards west of the Trenton, is all 
that remains of the Adler, the flagship 
of the German squadron, which was 
washed on top of the reef and turned 
completely over on her side. She has 
remained in that position since, and is 
almost entirely out of the water. 
Nearly every man aboard was thrown 
into the water when the Adler struck, 
but only twenty sailors were drowned. 
All of her officers were saved. 

The German corvette Olga ran upon 
a mud flat about a quarter of a mile 
east of the American vessels.

Wrecked Naval Cadets. 
Speeial tothe Gazette.) .. , 
San Francisco; April 13. — The} 
steamship Alameda of the Oceanic 
line, Captain H. G. Morse, arrived 
here at 9 o’clock this morning, having 
sailed from Sydney on March 20th. 
She had one of the roughest trips in 
her experience, encountering gales and 
heavy seas until she reached Hono- 
lulu. She stupped at Tutnilla Island, 
of the Samoan group, at 10 o’clock on 
the morning of March 29th, where she 
found the American schooner Equator 
with the American mails and ten 
cadets from the American war-ships 
wrecked at Apia.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Pabiie Library Association of 


Meno, Nevada. 
Following are the rules and regula- 
tions to govern Reno’s public library: 
ARTICLE I. 


SUPERINTENDENCY AND HOURS. 


Section 1. The Librarian shall, un- 
der the direction of the Board of Trné- 
tees, have the cliarge and the superin- 
tendency of the library and the read- 
ing room, and shall be responsible for 
the care and the safety of all books, 
papers and other property contained 
therein, as well as the orderly deport- 
ment of readers. 

Sec. 2. The library shall be open 
from 10 to 12 a, m., 2 to 5 and 7 to 
9:30 Pp. M. on all week days, and from 
2 to 5 p. m. on Sundays; except on hol- 
idays and such other days as the 
Board of Trustees may direct. 


ARTICLE II. 


USE OF LIBRARY AND KBEADING-ROOM. 


Section 1. All persons above the 
age of ten years and of good deport- 
ment and habits shall have full access 
to the reading-room during all the reg- 
ular hours. 

Sec. 2. All conversation and con- 
duct inconsistent with the quiet and 
orderly use ofthe reading-room and 
library are strictly prohibited. 

Sec. 3. No persons, except the Li- 
brarian and the Board of Trustees, 
shall have access to the books on the 
shelves without special permission 
from the Librarian or a Trustee. 

Sec. 4. Any person abusing the 
privilege of the library by unbecomin 
conduct or by the violation of any ot 
the regulations, or who shall inten- 
tionally deface or mutilate a book, 
newspaper or other libra roperty, 
may be immediately exc uded from 
the use of the library and reading- 
ruom by the librarian, who is author- 
ized to call upon the police authorities 
of the town for such aid as may be 
necessary. : 

Sec. 5. In case any person has 
been excluded from the use of the 
library, the Librarian shall, as soon as 
possible, report the circumstance in 
writing to the Board of Trustees for 
their final decision. 


ARTICLE III. 


’ THE BORROWING OF BOOKS. 


Section 1. Any resident of the’ 
town of Reno above the of ten 
years may obtain books fom the 
library by registering name and res- 
idence and by complying with either 
of the following conditions >. Ist, by 
furnishing satisfactoiy security in the 
form prescribed by the Board of Trus- 
tees, this security to remain in force 
not longer than one year. 2d, by de- 
positing with the Librarian, in money, 
the value of the book. desired. 

Sec. 2. Non-residents of the town 
of Reno or vicinity may obtain books 
from the library by making a deposit 
in money of the value of the book. de- 
sired and an annual payment of two 
dollars, or by complying with such 
other terms as the Board of Trustees 

ec. 3. Temporary residents of 
: icinity may obtain 
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are restricted from circulation, can be 
consulted in the li only. 

Sec. 8. Cards will be issued to 
those desiring to obtain books. They 
will not be transferable, but persons 
ong hem .may send ‘messen 
for books, in which case the owner of 
the card and the security shall be 
liable for all damage loss that 
may occur, 

Sec. 9. No family cards for borrow- 
ing books will be issued, but different 
members of the same family may ob- 
tain cards by complying with the pro- 
visions of Sec. 1, Art. 3. 

Sec. 10. No person borrowing books 
from this Library shall loan the same 
to other persons not residing in the 
same building. 

See. 11. A catal of books shall 
be prepared by the Librarian with all 


Consult while making selections. 
Additions of new works will be made 
from time to time. 


ARTICLE IV. 


FINES AND PENALTIES. 


Sec. 1. °To protect the Library 
against loss, and to secure to all a just 
and equitable share in its benefits, any 
person detaining a volume any longer 
than the Rules and Regulations permit 
shall be fined five cents for each day of 
detention ; but no fine for such deten- 
tion shall be greater that the first cost 
of the book. 

Sec. 2. Persons returning books to 
the Library in a damaged condition, 
or losing books belonging to the Li- 
brary, will be held accountable for such 
damage or loss. Persons failing to re- 
turn ks shall be liable for the ex- 
pense of sending for the same. 

Sec. 3. Securities are held respon- 
sible for the amount of damage, fines 
or loss occurring under these rules. 

Sec. 4. If any book be not returned 
within one month after notice has been 
served, the Librarian shall proceed to 
collect, through the proper Court, the 
value of the book, with fines and other 
charges to date of payment. 

Any of the Rules and Regulations 
may be amended or changed at any 
regular meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees by a majority of the Board.

The commonplace way to get rid of them 
is to tic a silk thread around the wart and 
leave it to cut its way through the wart. 


to speak, without a leg to standon. Itis 
aloné in the cdld world without a friendly 
or a helping hand, and it can not survive 
the shock. 

Another very pleasing way is to burn the 
little joker off witb caustic, but this is not 
in line with the average small] boy’s tastes, 
and is not popular. 

An old Southern method that smacks of 
voudooism is to catch a fish and take a drop 
of blood from each of the warts’and rub it 
on the fish. Then throw the fish back alive 
into the river. The person who tries this 
experiment is warranted to soon sicken of 
fist’ and the warts to disappear. This style 
of wart exterminator was probably in- 
vented by Tom Sawyer. It’s just about 
complicated and troublesome enough to suit 
him. 

An old gray-whiskered and patriarchal 
method is to steal @ piéGeof fresh meat—it 
must be stolen, or the charm’ will not work 
—and rub it on the warts. Then look cauti- 
ously around, acting a8 much like a real 
thief as you can, and if no one sees you, 
why hide it deep in the ground. While the 
meat is rotting the warts will go away. If 
that doesn’t suit you, take a fresh piece of 
pork from a pig that has just been killed 
and put it on the warts, and keep it there 
over night, and then bury it. That will kill 
them, sure, or the recipe lies. 

The greater part of the cures are un- 
doubtedly faith-cures, as is shown by every 
wart story that was ever told.

Then I whirled around 
some more until I didn't know which way I 
had thrown it and opened my eyes. In 
about a week the warts were gone. And 
still there are people who scoff at faith- 
cures.”’ 

Another way is to wash your hands in 
the water that has lain for along time in 
hollow stumps, but this 1s too common and 
easy to be of much account.

There are many other 
ways, but if you wantone that is sure to
